Walt Disney's Parade of Dreams will debut in 


Disneyland Park on May 5, 2005 as part of the 50%" 
Anniversary of the Happiest Place on Earth. 


Choreographed to the signature tune “Welcome” by Academy Award ® winning 
composer Phil Collins (from the Disney animated film Brother Bear) the parade 


also features a host of classic Disney songs selected for each of the six individual 
parade units: 


¢ Gateway to Dreams - Everyone's favorite pixie, Tinker Bell, will “Welcome” 
everyone and lead off the impressive procession with a generous sprinkling of 
pixie dust from her perch atop a shimmering golden locomotive. Tinker Bell will 
be joined by a host of Disney magic makers, including Cinderella's Fairy 
Godmother, Pinocchio's Blue Fairy, Sleeping Beauty's Flora, Fauna and 
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Merryweather and little King Arthur's Merlin the Wizard. 


e Dream of Enchantment - The enchanted characters from Disney's “Beauty and 
the Beast” invite everyone to “Be our Guest,” as dancing silverware, salt and 
pepper shakers and a flirtatious feather duster join Belle, Beast, Lumiere, 
Cogsworth and Mrs. Potts in a show-stopping musical spectacle. 


e Dream of Laughter - Geppetto's workshop comes to life in a fantastical display 
of toys and life-sized marionettes that astonish the audience with their 
breathtaking antics utilizing elasticized “shock” chords, choreographed to the 
appropriate tunes of “I've Got No Strings” and “Hi-Diddle-Dee-Dee (An Actors 
Life for Me).” Pinocchio joins the world of wind-up toys along with Jiminy 
Cricket and Cleo. 


e Dream of Another World - Taking guests to the charming ocean kingdom of 
“The Little Mermaid,” Sebastian the Crab contributes his famous Caribbean 
flair. Ariel and Flounder float nearby to the tune of “Under the Sea,” complete 
with bubbles, dancing fish and leaping fountains. Rhythmic gymnasts perform 
with pearl balls while the evil sea witch Ursula, a giant articulated puppet, lurks 
in the background. 


e Dream of Imagination - Mr. White Rabbit, the Queen of Hearts and all of the 
whimsical and wonderful characters from Walt Disney's “ Alice in Wonderland” 
happily celebrate “A Very Merry Unbirthday” at the Mad Hatter's Tea Party. 
Tweedle Dee and Dum chase the White Rabbit down the parade route while a 
pair of wild cards bounces atop the trampoline tea table. Meanwhile, the 
Caterpillar puffs smoke rings into the air as performing “flowers” bloom with 
the use of bounce stilts. 


e Dream of Adventure - This gathering atop Pride Rock utilizes amazing 
puppetry to portray a the regal couple of Simba and Nala, while all the 
creatures from the Pride Lands (represented by live performers, puppets and 
kites) join in the “Circle of Life” celebration, along with Rafiki, Pumbaa and 
Timon. A rising tree features two twirling acrobatic dancers performing as 
exotic birds. 


e Dreams Come True - The finale float representing the majesty of Sleeping 
Beauty Castle provides an incredible backdrop for Disney Princesses and their 
Princes, along with regally-dressed Mickey and Minnie and an array of favorite 
Disney characters. “A Dream is a Wish Your Heart Makes” (from Walt Disney's 
animated feature Cinderella ) and “When You Wish Upon a Star” (from Walt 
Disney's animated feature Pinocchio ) bring the parade to a “happily ever after” 
conclusion.

ANAHEIM , Calif. , May 5, 2004 - For the first time ever, the 10 Disney theme parks around the world will 
join together for a global celebration to mark the 50th anniversary of Disneyland in Southern California . 


Disney Chief Executive Officer Michael Eisner joined Walt Disney Company President and Chief Operating 
Officer Bob Iger and Walt Disney Parks & Resorts President Jay Rasulo in a ceremony this morning in front 
of Sleeping Beauty Castle at Disneyland announcing details of “The Happiest Celebration on Earth.” 


“The Happiest Celebration on Earth” pays tribute to Walt Disney's dream of Disneyland, the original park 
that introduced an entirely new genre of family entertainment that now spans the globe and continues to 
offer the most visited attractions in the world, drawing 100 million visitors on three continents every year 
- - and still growing. 


Beginning May 5, 2005 and extending for 18 months through 2006, the event will take place in all of the 
Disney theme parks around the world, with the premiere of exciting new shows and attractions at 
Disneyland Resort in California, Walt Disney World Resort in Florida, Tokyo Disney Resort in Japan and 
Disneyland Resort Paris in France and the opening of Hong Kong Disneyland. 


Eisner noted that Disneyland has grown into a cultural phenomenon. “The dawn of the theme park 
industry rose from one man's dream as he walked Anaheim orange groves more than 50 years ago, and 
today, the sun never sets on Disney's global theme park landscape,” Eisner said.

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a unique place where the entire family can have fun and enjoy wholesome, quality entertainment 
together,” said Rasulo. “Disney parks are at the heart of a timeless tradition for millions of families that 
pass down their experiences from generation to generation. In honor of the park that started it all, every 
Disney resort will join in creating more great memories for our guests with this unprecedented global 
celebration, which promises to be the biggest event in Disney theme park history.”

Many motels around the perimeter of Disneyland boast they are only "1 Block" or so 
away; some even use “walking distance" in their ads. But, sometimes these distances 
are only from the Disneyland “property,” not one of its entrances. Potentially a family 
could walk for 30 minutes or more in order to actually get inside the Park. 


The map [of sorts] below shows the eastern border of Disneyland: South Harbor Blvd. 
which has several places to stay that are actually located at a realistic walking distance 
from entering Disneyland. A person should choose a motel that is between the 
addresses of 1380 South Harbor Blvd. and 1650 South Harbor Blvd. 


Motels are in black, restaurants in blue and the Disneyland entrance crosswalk in red 
and purple.

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Disneyland's First Ticket 


On June 10, 2005, 50 Years of Souvenirs received a very special-surprise email from 


a man named Dave MacPherson. On July 17, 1955 Disneyland Park opened for 
invited guests only (although thousands of univited guests came anyway), but on 
July 18, 1955 Disneyland opened to the world. Dave MacPherson arrived the morning 
of the 18th at 2am and was the first person to ever enter Disneyland on a public 
ticket. 


Below you will find a Salt Lake Tribune article on Dave from June 2005. And, there 
are some newspaper clippings and Dave's most recent lifetime pass. 


"Disney' first customer still uses his lifetime pass”

The clippings from the Los Angeles Mirror-News, The Los Angeles Times, The Los Angeles 
Examiner and The Long Beach Independent are faded now. So is the photo of 22-year- 
old Dave MacPherson giving the OK sign as he became the first customer to buy a ticket 
to Disneyland when it opened to the public July 18, 1955. 


But the now-72-year-old Mac- Pherson is anything but faded. 


A humor columnist for the San Juan County newspaper, he lives in a cabin in 
Monticello. 


He escaped what he calls "Quakafornia" 20 years ago, but still uses his lifetime pass to 
visit Disneyland regularly. 


“Lam old enough to be historical," MacPherson said. 


When Disneyland opened, MacPherson lived 10 miles away from the then-sleepy farm 
town of Anaheim. He was a student at Long Beach State University, where he worked 
for the college newspaper. 


He watched the hoopla of the “invited guests only" televised opening on July 17 -- a 
Sunday -- seeing guests such as Ronald Reagan and Art Linkletter join founder Walt 
Disney. Some commentators said the new theme park would be "Walt’s Folly” because of 
myriad opening-day problems. 


MacPherson rode his Simplex motorbike, capable of going about 30 mph, to the big 
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parking lot to be the first person in line. 


"| had it in my mind to be the first," he recalled. "I would have said forget it if 
someone was there. But | was the first person." 


It was 2 a.m. and MacPherson heard technicians testing animal sounds for the Jungle 
Cruise ride. Before the day was over, 6,000 people would queue up behind him. 


The former newspaper reporter offered these observations on that first day: 


* Roy Disney, Walt's brother, requested the first printed ticket for his grandchildren’s 
memorabilia. 


“ The park opened a day early for special guests and the news media. Some printed 
counterfeit tickets, and some party crashers climbed over fences surrounding the 
attraction. 


* When Disneyland opened for the public on that hot, humid Monday, Walt Disney 
posed with Michael Schwartner and Christine Vess, the first two children in line. 


“Since | wasn't Walt's relative or a special guest or party crasher on the 17th, ora 
youngster on the 18th, | had only one option," MacPherson said. “Employing the hard 
work and initiative that Walt had admired in persons like Mark Twain and Abraham 
Lincoln, | focused on being first in line on the 18th.” 


MacPherson was the first to enter the park. But, surprisingly, he did not ride any of 
the new attractions or get Walt Disney's autograph. 


"| was still in school,” he recalled. "I was dead tired. People were fainting in the 
parking lot. | had to get back to school." 


Some time later, the Monticello resident learned he had won a lifetime pass to 
Disneyland for himself and three guests. He has received that annual card each year 
since 1955. Its use has expanded to Disney parks in Florida and France. 


MacPherson has used the pass often. His favorite ride is the Enchanted Tiki Room, an 
attraction he says is "for the birds.” He also likes the Haunted Mansion. But he misses 
‘ the 360-degree movie. 


The last time he went to Disneyland was 2004. But the first member of the public to 


buy a ticket to "the Happiest Place on Earth" probably hasn't seen the last of the park he 
helped open.
